Plans to consider a “local improvement bond issue” were in¬ 
itiated at the city council meeting last Monday night, when City 
Manager Charles McDonald was instructed to meet with the city 
solicitor and a bond attorney to explore the matter. The bond is¬ 
sue proposal followed a letter from the “Housing Corporation of 
America”, one of 32 subsidiary corporations of Warner-Kanter, 
the development company which has recently purchased a 31-acre 
tract of Greenbelt land from the Greenbelt Veteran Housing Cor¬ 
poration.

Peter J. Firra, representative of 
the housing corporation, spoke at 
the meeting and declared that his 
group is currently building homes 
in a sister city of Greenbelt, 
Greenhills, Ohio. Also, his group 
is building and selling “Brook- 
haven” homes in nearby Mont¬ 
gomery county. "We are interest¬ 
ed in building good quality homes 
fnrtne area near the lake, at first, 
in keeping with the orderly devel¬ 
opment of planned communities.” 
Firra declared. The homes would 
cost about $15,000.. Firra declared 
that his homes will be VA-financed 
rather than FHA-backed. He said 
that difficulties and expenses en¬ 
countered by earlier groups in¬ 
tending to build in Greenbelt are 
being taken into consideration by 
his group. 

Only Way 

McDonald emphasized that the 
only way remaining to reduce the 
tax rate for the community, now 
that other means have been used, 
is to increase our assessed valua¬ 
tion. “We must encourage build¬ 
ers,” he declared. The bond issue, 
he added, w-ould put the develop¬ 
ers in a better competitive posi¬ 
tion. 

Councilman James Smith stated 
that he was very highly impress- 
ed with the plans of the housing 
group and asked the council to ex¬ 
tend assistance to them. Smith 
also asked that the group be in¬ 
vestigated by the council and man¬ 
ager to determine its financial 
strength and reliability, before any 
committments are made. He also 
disclosed that he has been inform¬ 
ed that the “Housing Corporation 
of America” intends to post a bond 
to insure completion of the homes, 
in order to convince the city of its 
sincerity. 

McDonald later explained that 
the entire cost of the bond issue 
will be borne by the new home- 
owners, and not by present resi¬ 
dents. Although the city will 
pledge its credit, there would be 
no payment by the city for the 
bond program. Also, any risk is 
nullified by the fact that the homes 
can be acquired through default. 

Prepare Program 

The Warner-Kanter group will 
prepare copies of its program, 
along with blue-prints and draw¬ 
ings, to present to the city council 
at its next meeting. By that time 
McDonald expects to be prepared 
to make recommendations regard¬ 
ing the city’s part and responsibili¬ 
ty in the program. 


Drop-1 nn Goes West, 
All For The Best 

The Drop-Inn will be tom down, 
it was disclosed at the city council 
meeting last Monday night. The 
building, which has outlived its use¬ 
fulness. and is considered beyond 
repair, was originally a war-surplus 
structure, purchased for the teen¬ 
agers and moved to its present site. 
At present the teen-agers use the 
community building for their ac¬ 
tivities. 

The Drop-Inn is on land sold to 
private investors for commercial 
use. McDonald stated that much 
of the equipment and material will 
be salvaged for use elsewhere in 
the city departments.

Jeanne Huffman Young 
Greenbelt Polio Victim, 
Conquers Germany, Too 

The cheerful courage of Green- 
belt’s Jeanne Huffman Young, who 
has been confined to a wheel-chair 
as a result of polio since 1944, re¬ 
cently carried her across the sea 
with her ten-week-old baby daugh¬ 
ter to join her husband stationed 
in Germany. 

Jeannie, who formerly lived with 
her parents, Mr. and Mrs. E. W. 
Huffman, and her two sisters and 
brother in the 33-Court of Ridge, 
became ill with polio in September, 
1944, four months after arriving 
in Greenbelt. Doomed to a wheel¬ 
chair but convinced that she could 
lead a normal life, she was grad¬ 
uated from Northwestern High 
School in 1953. She then went to 
work for the Air Force in the 
Pentagon. 

As proof that she considers life 
no problem for her, she is able to 
take care of herself almost com¬ 
pletely and loves to sing. She was 
a regular atttendant at the Green¬ 
belt Community Church and sang 
there in a youth’s choir. She mar¬ 
ried Sergeant Clair Young of 
Johnstown, Penna., in December, 

1953, and had her baby, named 
Debra Lynn, on September 10, 

1954. 

Jeannie’s husband had been sent 
over to Germany earlier in the 
year. On Thanksgiving Day Jean¬ 
nie and her baby, just as any oth¬ 
er Army wife, boarded a plane for 
Germany. A letterfrom her told 
her parents, who now reside at 
2401 Lewisdale Drive, Hyattsville, 
that she found the trip exciting 
but not difficult. Despite hitting 
some rough air, neither mother 
nor daughter became sick. The 
trip was 16 hours from New York 
to Frankfurt, Germany, includ¬ 
ing a stop at Shannon, Ireland. 

Jeannie with daughter and hus¬ 
band are now settled in a large 
five-room apartment on Ohio 
street in Karlsruhe, Germany. 

She finds baby-sitting no prob¬ 
lem, because it is the custom there 
for parents to take their children 
with them everywhere they go. 
The Huffmans have already taken 
Debbie with them to a movie, 
which costs 25 cents, and enjoyed 
an American movie munching a 
huge box of popcorn that cost on¬ 
ly ten cents. 

She finds marketing easy since 
the “supermarket”—the PX and 
commissary—is only a block away. 
She even has a washing machine, 
which she rents for one dollar a 
week. She finds that in the win¬ 
ter it gets dark as early as 4 p.m. 
and doesn’t begin to get light un¬ 
til 8 a.m. But she’s looking for¬ 
ward to the summer when it stays 
light until about 10:30 p.m. 

Karlsruhe is about 40 miles from 
Heidelberg and between 85 and 
100 miles from Frankfurt, so 
there’s plenty of sightseeing in 
store for her. Jeannie has al¬ 
ready learned some German 
words, including the word for 
“train station” and “it makes no 
difference.” However she doesn’t 
dare try to spell them. 

On the whole, the girl who found 
a wheel-chair no obstacle to a 
happy life here is taking life in a 
foreign land right in stride. Deb¬ 
bie, who was an incubator baby, is 
also doing fine and at three months 
weighed 11 pounds, six ounces, and 
is 23 inches long.

GVHC Board Reaffirms Chasanow 
Contract; No ‘Conflict Of Interests’

After hearing Abraham Chasanow, general counsel for the- 
Greenbelt Veteran Housing Corporation, a majority of the GVHC 
board of directors were convinced that he was justified in refusing 
to act as counsel in a legal action against a subsidiary of GVHC,, 
and that his work for the June Construction Corporation had not 
involved him in a “conflict of interests.” As a result, the GVHC 
board at its meeting on Friday, January 14, reaffirmed his new 
one-year c'ontract by a 6-2 vote, with Ed Burgoon, acting president 
of the board, and Bruce Bowman, secretary as the dissenters.

Heavy Industry Plan 
Studied By Council 


Heavy industry may move into 
Greenbelt city limits, it was dis¬ 
closed at the city council meeting 
last Monday night after a letter 
from Fred Tuemmler, planning 
consultant, was read requesting 
council consideration of a proposal 
before the Maryland Dark and 
Planning Commission to rezone a 
43-acre tract to 1-2 (heavy indus¬ 
try). Tuemmler, representing the 
Pollin interests which recently 
purchased the tend from the rail¬ 
road tracks to the sewage disposal 
plant, has applied for such zoning 
and wanted the city reaction be¬ 
fore the planning commission 
sends its recommendation to the 
county commissioners. 

Although 1-2 does not permit in¬ 
dustry of an “obnoxious” nature 
like tanning factories, rendering 
plants, or abattoirs, it does permit 
industry of a “heavy nature.” The 
most extreme “heavy industry” 
classification is 1-1. Several citi¬ 
zens asked careful consideration of 
the proposal since it may encour¬ 
age other heavy industries to settle 
in the area, which may become 
unsightly. “Although we have tried 
to encourage the establishment of 
light industry in Greenbelt, the cit¬ 
izens may not approve of heavy in¬ 
dustry," one resident declared- He

Also, he 
concluded, screening does not often 
help if the highway is elevated. 
The matter will be studied further, 
the council decided.

City Council Appoints 
Library Advisory Board 

A committee of interested citi¬ 
zens was appointed to the “Li¬ 
brary Advisory Board” by the city 
council last Monday night. Each 
council member appointed one 
member: James Wolfe - Mrs. Ha- 
ward Hunt; Ben Goldfaden - Em¬ 
manuel Dondy; James Smith - 
Reverend Hull; Tom Canning - 
Joseph Loftus. (Councilman Rob¬ 
ert Hurst was absent.) 

The committee will report every 
three months to the council on the 
library under city management 
and under county operation. 

Also probable is a citizens’ com¬ 
mittee called “Friends of the Li¬ 
brary” to examine the operation 
of the library and to advise and 
promote for its welfare. This sys¬ 
tem is used in other communities 
which have libraries under coun¬ 
ty supervisipn.

It 
will take place this Saturday at 
ten in the morning. The local bus

Bukzin, admitting that he used 
that word, said that perhaps 
GLIC’s procedure had been “ques¬ 
tionable.” However, he pointed 
out that talks had not reached the 
stage where a formal proposal 
from Goldfaden and Ranagoulis 
had been accepted by the GLIC 
Board. 

Paul Campbell, GVHC manager, 
asked Chasanow if in the interests 
of GVHC he had tried to dissuade 
Goldfaden and Panagoulis from 
taking legal action and could he 
have prevented the suit.. Chasa- 
now s-aid he could not have done 
so. . He admitted that if GVHC had 
been a party to the action, he 
would have been in a difficult sit¬ 
uation and would have had to 
come to the board for advice. 

Good Faith 

Bukzin finally concluded that 
Chasanow’s statements satisfied 
him that the GVHC counsel had 
acted in good faith and the GLIC 
j board was unfortunately laboring 
under a misapprehension that 
Chasanow was their counsel. Buk¬ 
zin added that he felt that, al¬ 
though the board could not be as¬ 
sured that there would be no con¬ 
flicting interests in the future, he 
was willing to leave it up to Chas¬ 
anow’s ethics to prevent such con¬ 
flicts. A1 Long earlier stated a 
lawyer cannot be expected to give 
up all his interests in favor of one 
client. 

Another issue was added to the 
discussion when Campbell an¬ 
nounced that Ralph Webster, just 
before he resigned as GVHC presi¬ 
dent on December 31. had also re¬ 
quested that Chasanow’s contract 
be withheld for reconsideration by 
the board. Webster had noted 
that the contract did not include a 
30-day notice cancellation clause, 
which he was under the impression 
the board had wanted to include. 

No Knowledge 

Chasanow, who had prepared 
the contnact himself, denied any 
knowledge of such a clause and 
pointed out that the discussions 
about it had taken place in execu¬ 
tive session, without his presence, 
for which no minutes were avail¬ 
able. The board members them¬ 
selves were not certain as to what 
action had been taken on this mat¬ 
ter. 

Also, there was a question whe¬ 
ther the board had a legal right 
to withdraw the contract once it 
had been approved and signed by 
the president; Webster had signed 
the contract but with a written 
reservation. Burgoon later declar¬ 
ed to the News Review that he had 
obtained legal advice that the con¬ 
tract was not valid until delivered 
to the other party. He also said 
that, while he had no doubts about 
Chasanow’s personal integrity, he 
felt that Chasanow’s involvement 
in other local activities, such as 
Lakeside Homeowners, Inc., and 
Greenbelt Realty, all contributed 
to a definite "conflict of interests.”)

City Dedicates Roads 
To State; Save Money 

Approval was granted to the 
Mayor to dedicate two-and-a-half 
miles of Greenbelt roads to the 
State Roads Commission. The 
road? to be transferred to state jur¬ 
isdiction are Edmonston road, from 
the intersection near the junior 
high school to the Greenbelt line 
at the turn-off towards Beltsville; 
and Southway road from Edmon¬ 
ston road to the new Baltimore 
Parkway. 

Transfer of the roads was re¬ 
quested by the SRC in keeping with 
a program to acquire all roads con¬ 
necting state roads. City manager 
Charles McDonald had been in¬ 
structed to encourage such a 
transfer previously toy the city 
council because of the increased 
traffic on the roads, which is not* 
due to local traffic. 

McDonald declared that it has 
cost the city $2100 a year to main¬ 
tain this portion of our road sys¬ 
tem, and that we have gained as 
revenue through gas taxes $1400 for 
this same portion. This means a 
saving of $700 to the city, McDon¬ 
ald informed the council, adding 
that the roads commission intends 
to repair the road as soon as wea¬ 
ther permits.
